‘The resolutions parsed by Congrers, 
before the aroe, with almost unanimous consent, ree 
cognized the riglita of the States inthis regant.

Maeachusette had done 
so before. Slavery existed by conkent and conetitti- 
Honal guaranty; violence and war will Inevitably 
bring ft tonn end. tis impossible that any mille 
tary man, in theevent of continued war, ehoulll coun- 
fel the preservation of slave property’ in the rebel 
States.

MIDNIGHT 1N THE OEDL OF THE CON- 
DEMNE 
Night“eame, the last whioh ever shed Its darkness 
on the thirty-elgnt Dacotaha, We were permitted 
to visit the cell at midnight, and will wover forget 
the ecene which prceented Itself, ‘The Indians were 
All fastened to the floor by chains two by two. Some: 
were anleep, while others laughed ant smoked ns If 
unconsclous of the morrow's fate, Some of them: 
hod norned theinselyes with paint, and ecemed 
quite proud of kuch a preparntion for the gallow! 
‘The majority of them were young men, while here 
nad there I deserted a.gray-hnired man, not too old 
forcrime, I could but notice the appearance of 1o- 
nocence which thoy all assumed. A stranger, or 
fone vnacquainted with thelr deeds of butehery and 
erie, woul have supposed them unjustly fudged 
and sentenced. As Tentered the room these mise 
creanta not only greeted me with smiles, but even 
held forth their hands to be shaken, which yet seem 
tobe gory with the blood of bnbes ani innocence, 
Disgusted with such an iiustration of fallen hue 
ianity, I retired, leaving with them Father Rayoux, 
their spiritual ailviser, who labored for thelr repent- 
anco luring the remainder of the night. He met 
with some success, and several were baptized and 
recelved the communion. 
PREPARATIONS FOR THE GALLOWS. 
At half paat seven on the following morning the 
priconers were yirepared for their doom. ‘Their irons. 
were knocker off, and thelr elbows were pintoned 
behind and the wrists in front, but about six inches 
apart. ‘The keene was much enlivened by their 
songe and conversation. As they were being pin 
foned they went round the room shaking hands with, 
the woldters and reporters, bidding them "xood-bye,"” 
Xe, White Dog requested not tobe tied, and anid 
that he could keep his hands down ; but, of course, 
his requeat could not be complied with, He 
suid that Little Crow, Young Six, and Big Eagle's 
brother got them into this war, and now he and 
others are to die for it. After all were properly 
fastened, they stood up Inn row around the room, 
and another exciting desth song waa sung. They: 
then ent down yery quietly and commenced smoking 
ngaln. Father Ravoux came in and, after addreas- 
ing them a few moments, knelt In prayer, Peading 
from a prayer-boolcin the Dakota Ianguage, whieh 
a portion of the condemaed revested after him. “Du- 
ring this ceremony, nenrly all paid the most strict 
attention, and ecveral were atfected even to teara, 
Th 


muntered traders. 
‘They recelved these evidences of thelr near ap~ 
prone to death with evident dislike. When it had 
deen adjusted on one or tivo, they looked around on 
the others who bad not yet received it with an ape 
pearance of ghame, There was uo more singing, 
and but little conversation and emoking now. AU 
sat Around the room ; most of them in A crouched 
position awaiting their doom in silence, or Hatening 
to the remarka of Father Ravoux, who still nd- 
dressed them. Once in awhile they brought thelr 
enall looking glasses before their faces, to sco that 
their countenances yet preserved the proper modi 
cum of paint, The three half-breeda were the most 
of all affected, nnd their dejection of countenance 
was truly pitiful to behold. : 
THE LAST DEATH-SONG—THE EXEQUTION. 

‘At ten o'clock the condemned wero rmsrehalted In 
procession, and ninrched through files of soldiers 
to the gallows, which had been o constructed that. 
all of the culprits could be hung at once. ‘They’ 
marched eagerly and cheerfully to the fatal spot. 
As they ascended the scaffold they chaunted ndeath- 
gong, which was truly hideous, although It seemed 
to inspire them with fresh courage. One young fel- 
low, who had been given a cigar by one of the re. 
porters, just before marching from their quarters, 
was smoking It on the stand, pufllng away very 
coolly during the Intervale/of the hideous “ Hi-yi-yl, 
hiyl-yi,"" and, evon after the cap Was drawn over 
his face, he managed to get it up over his mouth and 
amoke. Another was smoking hia plpe. The noose 
having been promptly adjusted over the necks of 
each, all was ready for the fatal alxnal. 

The acene at this juncture was one of awful in. 
terest, A painful and breathless suspense held the 
vast crowd which had agsemble) from all quarters to 
witness the execution. 

Three slow, measured, and distinct beats on the 
drum, and the rope was cut, the scaffold fell, and 
thirty-eight Mfeless bodies were left dangling be- 
tween heaven and earth, One of the ropes was 
broken, and the body of Rattling Runner fell to the 
ground. The ncok had probably been broken, as but 
little signs of life were obecrved, but he was tuune 
distely hung up again. While the signal beat was 
Weing given, number were seen to clasp the hands 
of their neighbors, which in geveril Instances, con 
tinued to be clasped till the bodies were cut down. 

‘As the platform fell, there was one, not loud, but 
prolonged cheer from the soldiery and citizens who 
were apectatora, and then all were quiet and enrn: 
cat witnesses of the scene, For so many, there was 
but tHe suffering ; the neok« of all, or nearly all 
wero evidently dislocated by the fall, and the after 
struggling Was slight. ‘The ecaffold fell at « quarter 
Past ten o'clock, und in twenty minutes the bodies: 
had all been examined, aud life pronounced extinot | 

THE BURIAL. 

The bodies were thea cut down, placed in four 
army wagons, and taken to the grave prepared for, 
them among the willows on the «nd bar nearly in 
front of the town. ‘They were all. deporited in one 
grave, thirty feet;in length by twelve in width, and 
four feet deep, being Laid on the bottom In two rows, 
with their feet together and thelr heads to the out- 
side. They were simply covered with their Vane 
Kets, and the carth thrown over them, 

‘The other condemned Indians were kept close Ln 
thelr quarters, where they were chained and not} 
permitted to witness the executions, During the 
Awful moments, when they heant the death song of 
thelr late companions in jullt, they crouched thera: 
selves down with their blankets over thelr heads 
and remained in perfect silence. ‘Chey were much 


dejected all day. Somme few equaws witnessed the 
xceue. 


grossed to its present formidable dimension 


alone, with no immense body of blacks at 
work on their farms and pluntations, pro- 


ducing what they consume, When the

ticians. Tho article of the Richniond £z- 
aminer, of the 11th of December, nlready 
printed, but worthy of reproduction here, 
tells the whole story. I copy an extract 

“ The question of labor caunot fail to be a very 
sorious one at the, North, if the war goes on much 
longer. ‘That country has nlrexdy lost n million of 
able-bodied men from the business of production 
‘The driin iy stlll going on, and a half million more 
must be added in another year. Thiv is a frightful 
lost (0 a community whore labor is all performed by the 
class from whieh entistments for the army aye made. At 
the South the heavy labor of the country goes on in 
apite of the drain of young white men for the war. 
That labor was nlways sufieleut to provide bread 
nnd went for the population, besides performing 
much of the work of clothing, sheltering, and other 
wise providing for the people, Except in, districts 

tun by the enemy, this labor system ix still intact and 
agente, performing all its usual offices for society, 

the North possesses no suck system. The war makes 
a frightful hiatus in the ranks of its producing clnsa. 
A million of nen are taken from the support of thelr 
families to join thearmy ; and probably a half mil- 
Aff more are diverted from oll productive pursuits 

‘tho expensive work connested with arming and 
supplying troops in the field and vesecla on the 
water. 

‘The Inbor of the North was always insufficient 
for tho vast employments of that country. Thia 
Acticlency of Inbor gave rise to the many inventions 
of Inbor-saving machines which so abounded in that 
community. Tt also Jnvited the emigration (rom 
Europe, which assumed such yast proportions aa to 
introduce the use of foreign Innguages in large dis 
tricts of country, This deficiency of Inbor also gave 
rise to the high wages paid at the North, which were 
higher than were known In any other country. or 
had ever been known In history, 

“ Upon this scarce condition of labor has come the 
war, talsing off from one to one and n half millions 
‘of men from the industry of the North, and furnish- 
‘Wyo heavy demand for new departmenta of labor 
for maintaining tho most stupendous of military 
operstions. Every hour employed by a soldier in 
the duties of the camp, and by an artisan in manu- 
facturing war material, is a dead loss to the wealth 
wp North. This loss cannot fail to be felt, coonor 


fa(co goods, in the depreciation of money, in the 
Wwelght of taxation, and in the Inmentable sufferings 
of the poor, the widow, and the orphan, for the ne. 
ceasariea of fe. Tho fruntles of the North used to 
denounce the young men of the South for idleness 
nd pride, but, 1f they did nothing before, these 
young men fight now; and, if thoy were idle before 
theywar, employment in the ariny docs not deorease 
the|labor of our country. In proportion as the 
Northern young men were inilustrious before is their 
loss to the Inbor of that country felt now. ‘They 
wwere more industrious, in fact, than our Southern 


}young men, but they were eo from necessity; and 


thaf very same necceaity which then compelled them 
to labor, now oppresses the country which hoa lost 
their labor by sending them to the army.” 

Here is the triumphant admission, almost

Wrennas, Un the twenty-second day of 
her in the year of our Lonl oue thoueand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-two, « proclamation was jasued by 
the President of the Unlted States, containiog, 
among other things, the following, to wit: 

MThaton the first day of January, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand elght hundred nnd eixty- 
three, all persone held ns slayer withio any State, 
or designated part of a State, the people wharcof 
shall thea be in rebellion against the United 
States, ehall te theo, thenceforwand And forever, 
freo, and the Executive Government of the United 
States, Jncluding the military and naval au- 
thority thereof, will recognize and rosintain the 
freedomn of such peraone, and will do no act or acti 
to reprees such persona, or any of them, in 
any effort they may make for their active 
freedom. That the Executive will, on the 
first ay of January aforesald, by procla- 
mation, designate the States anil parte of 
States, if any, in which the people therein, respec- 
tively, shall then ba in rebellion gninst the United 
States, and the fret that any State, and the people 
thereof, shall, on that day, he, in goo faith, repre- 
sented In the Congress of tho Tinited States, by mem- 
berm chosen thereto at elections, wherela a majority 
of the qualitled voters of puch State shall have par- 
tivipated, ehall, Iu the absence of strony counter 
vailing testimony, be deemed conclusive evidence 
that cuch State and the people thereof are not thea 
in rebellion against the United States.” 

Now, therefore, I, Abraham Lincoln, President of 
the United States, by virtue of the power in mo 
veated as Commander-in-Ohief of the Army and Navy: 
of the United States in time of actual armed rebel~ 
lion against the authority and Government of the 
Tonite States, and ns a fit and necessary war mese 
gare forauppressing the eld rotettion, do, on thiol 
the first day of January, {n the year of our Lord one 
thousand elght hundred and eixty-three, and, in act 
cordance with my purpose ecto do, publiely proclaim, 
forthe full period of one hundred days from the 
day first above mientioned, order and designate 
ae the Stntes and parts of States whereio the 
peaple thereof respectively are this day in rebel- 
lon against the United States, the following, to vi 
Arkansas, Texae, Louisiana (except the parishes of 
St. Bernard, Plaquemines, Jefferson, St. James, 
Ascension, Assumption, Terrebonne, Lafourche, St. 
Marto, Aud Orleang, inchuling tho elty of New 
Orleans), Missieetppl, Alabama, Florida, Georgia, 
South Carolina, North Carolina, and Virginia 
(except the forty-eight counties designated as 
West Virginia, and also the counties of Berkley, 
Accomac, Northampton, Elizabeth Olty, York, 
Princess Ano, and Norfolk, including the cities of 
Norfoll« and Portsmouth), and which excepted 
jarts are for the present left precleely as if the pro- 
claiation Were pot issued. 

And, by virtue of the power and for the purpose 
aforesaid, I do order nod declare that all pergons 
held aa alnyes within the eatd designated States and 
parte of enid States, are, and henceforward shall be, 
free; and that the Executive Government of the 
Uniled States, icoluding the military and aval aue 
thoritics thereof, will recogotze and matntain the 
treedoin of enlil pereons. 

And Thereby enjoin upon the people 60 declared 
to be free, to abstain from all violence, unless in 
necessary selfdefence, and T recommend to them 
that jn all eases, whea allowed, they Inbor faith: 
fully for rearonable wages.’ And I further declare 
anil make knows, that such persons, of suitable con- 
dition, willbe received into the nrmied eervice of the 
United Staten, to garrieon forts, positions, stations, 
and other piace, and to man vessels of all rorte in 
the eal service. And upon thie act, sincerely be- 
Mleved to be an act of justice, warranted by the Con- 
stitution, upon military necessity, I invoke the con- 
sidcrate judement of mankind, and the gracious favor

Ut alvo provides for the Issue of three hundred 

million dollnra of legal-tender notes, If the exigen- 
cles of the public eervice shall require it, convertible 
at any tine into twenty-year 6 per cent. bonds 
at par, and for the issuing of notes of fractlonal 
parts ofa dollar in lieu of postal currency, to be en 
grayed and printed In the ‘treasury building. Pe- 
nalties ara provided for counterfeiting and fraudue 
lent alterations of the notes and bonds issued under 
this act, and six hundred thousand dollars are njr 
propriated to carry the act into effvet.

LETTER FROM WASIIINGTON, 


(Speetal Coreexpondenen of Tho Presi.) 
Waxnearo, January t, 1863. 

The most memorable document in the history of 
our country, slnce the Dechiration of Independence, 
has been, to-day, Isaued by Prealdent Lincols, tn 
accontance with his notification of the 22d Septem- 
ber Inst. ‘Three million of #lnyes, subjected from 
thoir birth to the eruel fojustiee of compulsory labor, 
without remuneration, to the lash, and to the auce 
tion block, have been declared frte by the stroke of 
a pen. That pen deserves n dinmond casket, and the 
proudent niche among the historie treasures of the 
Government. 

‘Tho procamation excepts sn its effect the clty of 
New Orleans, and certain districts of Loulelana 
which have recently elected members to Congress, 
also, Western Virginin, ‘Tennesece, and eeverat 
counties of Southenstern Virginia, which are Ike~ 
wiee represented at Washington.

LO8S OF THE “ MONITOR.” 


Fortress Moxnor, Jan, In conversation with 
Several officers and men of the steamer Monitor, 1 
gather the following particulars of the lous of 
noble vessel and £0 roany of her crew : 

We left Fortress Monroe on Monday, 29th Decem- 
ber, In tow of the steamer Rhode Island, with the 
Pazsale in tow of the steamer State of Georgia, 
Passed Capo Meary on Thursday afternoon, ak & 
o'clock, with smooth eca anil light winds. ‘The Pas- 
sale Was a Iittlo way ahead. The weather continued 
fine until 6 o'clock on ‘Tuesday inorning, when It 
commenced to Mow from the S W., with n heavy 
tea running: maklog i clean ewcey over ail: At 
8.23 Cape Hatteras light bore N. N. We, distance 
twenty miles, the gale still Increasing. ‘The veseel 
Ixbored very heavily, the hull coming down onevery 
fq with fearful violence. 


Up to'this time the 
|; orthiogton pump and the bilge Injectors wero en- 
trely competent to keen the vessel free. 

‘At 10 o'clock several heavy eens struck the vessel 
In succession, when word wan sent from the engine- 
room that the water was gaining on the pumps 


Was pyseed from the engine-room’ that the water 
was Again gaining on the pumpu, sniwns at that 
Lime up fo the agh-pits, stopping tn'n great messure 
the draft, The water at’ thie time was standing 
two feet deep upon the ward-room floor. All hand 
oere ect (o work with every bucket at hand to ball, 
‘The water, however, kept galuing upon the punips 
until withia a foot of the fires in tho furnaces, 

A Coacar scant was then fashed to call the atten- 
tion of the Thode Island to our condition, After 
much delay consequent upon the heavy sen runing, 
n doat was lowered from the Rhode Tefand and seat 
to our hssistance, After eoversl trials she succeeded, 
in getting alongside of us. ‘The Rhode Ieland, at the 
eame tinie, In going Aetern, eaught her Iaunch bee 
tween her own side and our vessel, crushing the boat 
badly nod bringing her own counter very heavily 
down upon our side. For a time she couli! not ma 
her engine, Getting on her centre, ake finally 
started ahead and the launch, smashed as she wns, 
slicceeded In carrying exfely fo the steamer thirty of 
the crew of the Monitor. 

a\fter tho departure of the Inunch,|those remaining 
on board worked at the buckets with a will. ‘The 
gale at thie time wae raging furlouslyy the eens 
making. a clean aweep over the top of the turret. 
‘The water at this Juncturo had succeeded tn rising 
up fo the gratebars in the furnace, and was gradue 
aligextingulshing tho tire. ‘The stentn in the boll- 
ers consequently run down, and the pumps could 
nog be worked for want of sulficient steam. 

‘At thia time, three boats were discovered coming 
towards the vessel. Word was passed that boata 
Were at hand auttlcient to take all from the vessel, 

"he Monitor was now sinking. Every pump was 
stéppol and her deck was under water. Several of 
tho crew in coming off the turret were awept by the 
wave fo feerrand, nod must have perishes, ha 10 As- 
eirtance could be rendered them. The boat were 
then shoved off'from the sinking vessel. Although 
eevernl tines entreated to come down and get Into 
the boate, eome of crew, stupelled with fear, rematu- 
cd standiag upon the turret, afrald of being awopt 
from the deck. 

‘The boats succeeded In reaching the Rhotle Ieland 
In asfety, and all In them were put on board. 

‘A picked crew, with the gallant olicer of the 
‘Thode Island (Mr. Brown) thea shoved olf tn the 
Inuneh to retura to the Monitor. The moon, whieh 
up to thie time had been throwing some light upon, 
tho waves, was shut In by denso masses of black 
clouls, 

Afn gun fer. to.on0, o'clock In the maoraing tho 
Monltor’s light disappeaced beneath the waves. 

The Rhode Island then started for the epot where 
tho Monit..r was seen to go down, Costar’s algnnls 
were constantly kept burning, and a trict lookout 
Kept up in all parte of the veazel to catch n glimpee, 
If possible, of tho migsing bont. 

‘daylight nothing waa seen on the waves, and 
with a heavy heart we ran around the spot, a8 ‘near 
A¥ could be fudged, where the Monitor hid dlsay- 
peared, until late in the afjernoon, 

Several steamers and ollier vessela were spoken 
to learn if possible, some tidings of the fate of the 
missicg bont, but none could be had. 

The survivora reached Fortress Monroo Inst ove 
ing in the Ithodo Island, Nothing whatever wag 
saved except tho appare! the ollcers and crew stood 
in. 

‘tho conduct oF both the officer’ and men of the 
Monftor on that alght wag beyond reproach. No 
Bim of panic was visible. Fach stood to his post 
confident In hin commander, aud it was hard to pre- 
Yall upon the men to getinto tho boats, each wiehing 
to remain by uatil the Inst.

Early on 
New Year's evening the supposed murderer, 4 young 
msn, about twenty yenrs of age, who lived about a 
mile'from Turner's house, started out in the bay in 
his ski and decoy ducks with the ostensible pure 
pore of watching the ectting of the game in the bay: 
for the night, Tt appears that after putting out the 
decoys he returned ashore and proceeded to the 
house of Turner with the intention of robbing It, 
Knowing that there was some $500 In gold and silver 
left there. Heine Intimate with the family, he re- 
mained a'short time, and again took his departure, 
About twelve o'clock the same night the brother 
and sister were aroused from thelr slumbera by 
knocks at the door anda demand for admittance, 
‘They soon recognized the voice of the neighbor and 
supposed friend. The young woman told her bro- 
thor to go down and let hin ip, which he proceeded 
to doy when, as he opened the Noor, ho vag eude 
pueaTyhetrcK With an axe on the head, Infiteting 
h horrible wound. He, however, quickly recover: 
ed hid senges, and immediately grappled with the 
murderer. By this thine the sister heard the ecutile, 
and came bravely to the assistance of her brother, 

They succecded in puttiog the villain out and (1s 
tenod the door. ‘The woman. then managed to bring 
the young man to his bed acain. ‘The batfled man 
broke the door open, rushed In, nod seized Turner's 
gun to finish hla Norrible butchery. The young 
Woman again grappled with him, aad actually suc 
cceded in wrestling the gun from his hands, and 
throw it out of the Window. She then tried to make 
her escape, but, when in the act of climbing out of 
the window, she was again met by the niunlerer, 
Who had gone around and climbed up the porch to 
head her olf He had the gun n his hands once more, 
and took delibernte wim at her heal and jired, but, 
at that instant, she throw a cbair down \ipon ‘hin, 
‘The shot, however, struck the poor girlin the stm, 
causing a frightful wound, She thea creaped 
throuch the back door, made her way to the nearest 
neighbors, nnd gavo the alirm. ‘The supposition is 
that, while rhe was away, the Inhuman wretch shot 
young Turner adhe lay in bed writhing in agony 

in the blows of the axe. Ho then set fire to the 
hour and ft foon Iny x heap of ashes, with the 
bones'of tho murdered boy and the littlo glrl, Sinith, 
Who perished Jn the tlames. On Friday morning he 
was foun in the bay, lying in his skiff, with halt 
his head blown tryin his body, and the gun by his 
fide discharged, The father of the supposed mur 
derer Is n respectable man.

General ButLer by the President and his 
constitutional advisers, like his reception in 
New York by the loyal people of that great 
city, and like his parting from his compa- 
triot, Major General Banxs, at New Or- 
Jeans, will be joyfully welcomed by the 
earnest friends of the Government.

REBEL SYMPATHIRERS AND EMAN-

A good argument im fryer of the pro- 
posed Emancipation proclamation may be 
drawn from the comments of the disloyal 
press throughout the North, Tt has always 
been their policy to oppose, under « pro- 
fession of constitutional veneration, every 
measure which has had for its object the 
crushing of the rebellion, They hypoeriti- 
cally cry, ‘See what a useless war this is ;

‘The great disparity between 1862 and the 
years preceding it is due to the general con- 
iraction of purchases,” owing to. an uncer- 
tainty of sales, and also to the abundance of 
money, which has much facilitated collec- 
tions. Beyond this, however, lies the fact 
that but few more persons have been en- 
gaged in mercantile pursuits, since the war 
commenced, than were needed by the wants 
of the community. Previous to the war, 
great overtrading existed, and many, by 
means of credit, conducted business upon a 
very slender basis of capital. At the least 
pressure upon the money market, their ope- 
rations were seriously aifected, and a down- 
fall often ensued. The war, which crushed 
the former livelihood of these parties, at the 
same time afforded them new avenues for 
income, and we now find them numerously 
holding positions in the army, or contracting 
to furnish its supplie: 

Of failures in the rebel States, we can suy

THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE + IN 
ENGLAND. 


‘Phe leading topie of the English papers, 
at lust advices, was President Lixcoun’s 
recent message at the opening of Congress. 
‘After harping for a quarter of a contury upon 
the enormity of slavery in the United States, 
these representatives of English sentiment 
Smile blandly upon the institution, now that 
it becomes the means of weakening “a 
powerful rival. They do not now wish 
slavery abolished in this country, and sneer 
atgll efforts to that end. Hence President 
Lincoun's plans are pronounced. ‘impracti- 
cable,” and their realization a “dream.” 
A foolish anticipation of enjoying tree trade 
with the Confederate, States in case of their 
independence, renders the English nation 
tmitors to all preconceived convictions of 
right, A more absurd hope was never 
cherished, The rebel States, if independent, 
would institute n turf to support their Go- 


yermnent; nor would they remain almost 


solely agricultural, as heretofore, Emigra- 
tion would be encouraged, and inereased 
prosperity sought for in manufactures. A 
tariff for revenue would thus soon grow into 
4 tariff for protection, and English baseness 
be thwarted in its yeward. 

‘This sympathy of England with the rebels 
may be viewed in many aspects. Tirst, it 
is natural that any nation should view with 
complacency the» weakening of! rival. 
What sympathy would Englind receive 
from this country were Trehind or Qanuda 
to strive for independence? Why should 
We, therefore, expect co-operation iat her 
hands Secondly, the more benevolent 
aninds of Englund saw, from tho first, no 
high principle in our struggle. We Were to 
them a pro-sluyery section fighting’ pro- 
slavery section, and, in a merely selfish wish 
to preserve intact our territory, contempluted 
no uid to the oppressed within its ‘limits, 
The greatest farce of the day is to hear 
slayeholders clamoring for “liberty Phe 
second is to yiew omrsclves seeking success 
without a noble ond, ‘Phese things have 
passed. We enter upon a new existence, 
and we can answer Enghind by the glorio 
deed which the morrow will bring forth,

POSTAGE-STAMP COLLECTING. 

The collection of postage-stamps Ii 
come a mania, in this country as well: 
Europe. We have seen some collections of 
great value and interest, the stamps being 
ai unused, and a small map of eaehcountry, 
with engnived portrait of its ruler, pleatly 
inserted, so.as to make each national col- 
lection very complete. In“ The* Stamp 
Collector's Manual,"? compiled and pub- 
lished by Mr. A. C. Kurngy of- Wilnut 
street, are descriptions of fifteen’ hmadred 
varieties of postage-stumps. Dr J. E. 
Gray, of the British Museum, who has just 
published ‘A Hand Catalogue of Postag 
stamps ; for the use of Collectors,” enw. 
merntes no less than twenty works or arti- 
cles which have been printed in England 
on the subject of stamp-collecting. Mr. 
Kurne’s little book contains descriptions of 
the postage stamps issued in every country 
in the world, where the system is at- work. 
‘The Jatest English papers tell us, that post- 
age stamps and post-oflice money-orders are 
about being used in Turkey. Collectors 
will find Mr. Kaanv’s little book of infinite 
value to them. 

Postage stamps were first issued, Mr, 
JIE reminds us, on May 18, 1840. Dr. 
Guay, the natunilist, who denied the exist 
ence of the Gorilla, because "ke Ind never 
seen one, claims the credit of having origi- 
pated the system. We says, in the prefuce 
to his Hand Catalogue, ‘I believe Lwas the 
first who proposed the system of spill uni- 
form rates of postage to be prepaid by 
stimps, haying satistied my mind that me 
great cost of the Post Office was not the re- 
ception, eurriage, and delivery of the letters, 
Init the complicated system, of accounts that 
the old system required, and having leaned 
from the best writers on political economy 
that the collection of money by stamps wi 
the most certain and economical.’”” He hus 
not mentioned how, whére, when, or to 
whom the proposal was made, but intimates, 
without positively declaring, thit Sir Row- 
LAND Hut, now Secretary of the English 
Post Office, borrowed the idea from him, 
and successfully worked it out. Row1Axp 
Yun, who, for reasons known to men of 
elters, (who remember how unscrupulously 
Dr Gray misrepresented M. Du Crtariiu, ) 
is umore reliable witness, in his Wyn case, 
than Joms Epwanp Gray, has stated bow 
and when the idea of cheap postagg occurred 
to him. I. 1887, during an extended pe 
destrinn tour through the Lake country, in 
the northwest of Englund, Row1gxv liu, 
saw at postman offer a letter, postage ten 
pence, toa female waiter at a country inn, 
The woman looked at the address, and 


when, after such a night, this Irish see 


declined taking it. Mr. Hrp1, ns an act of 
charity, released the letter, On opening it 
for her, aller the postman had retired, the 
poor girl burst into ters, and suid it was 
useless, as there was no writing within. 
Ter brother was in service fur away, and 
the only way they hud of communicating 
{hat each was well, was by sending an enye- 
lope, properly directed, but not enclosing & 
letter, which, though yegularly not taken, 
yet gave the welcome ussurance that all 
wus well. Rowsaxp Hin1 meditated upon 
this hurd case, and the result was his sug- 
gestion of a uniform penny (two cents) 
postage for each hali-ounce, aud the use of 
postage stamps and envelopes. By the way, 
necording Lo n rough estimate that we have 
mude, the cost value pf the 1,500 postage 
stamps described in Mr, Srrupu's Stamp 
Collector's Manual,’? would be about $65. 
‘As for collecting defaced postage stamps, it 
is more waste of time. 


RECENT AMURIOAN POTRY. 

From New York, published by Mr. Carle- 
ton, we haye two yolnmes—one of poetry, 
hy Richard Henry Stoddart; the other of 
verse, vy Thomas Bailey Aldrich. We shall 
speak, separately, of these books in this 
articlo: My. Stoddart's being a narrative 
poem, searcely a tale, in the good old metre 
of Dryden and Pope, which was revived so 
well by Byron in “The Coreair,”’ “Lara, 
and “The Islind.*! This poem is entitled 
‘Phe King's Bell ch’s book is 
acollection of ‘ Poems"—for the most part 
brief’; mere snatches of song. 

Poetasters nnd baladmongers are abund- 
ant; but Poets, with imaginations at once de- 
licate and manly, capable of the highest fights 
yet always restrained by the self-criticism of 
severe judgment within the atmosphere of 
artistictruth—these, in our dity, are very rare, 
Had Mr, Stoddart not written “The King’s 
Bell,” we should not have known him for 
the Poet he certainly is, He had previously 
written a good deal, but nothing giving pro- 
mise of the exeellence he now exhibits. In 
his former compositions might be found the 
sensuousness, the lixurianee, and the faney 
of Keats; he hus cbastened his tone and 
expression in this new poem, and the result 
is something wholly original, yet what, were 
we asked fort comparison, might have been 
composed by uniting the polish of Rogers 
with the fancy of Leigh Hunt. “The 
King’s Bell” sight have been written by 
Oliver Goldsmith, perhaps, in a happy hour 
of inspiration. It places Mr. Stoddart high 
among living poets. 

The story of ' The King's Bell” reads as 
if founded upon some old legend, but may 
have been invented by the poet, or suggested 
by the lines which Byron puts into the mouth 
of a monarch : 

“ T strove to number o'er what days 

Remembrance can discover, 

Which all that life or earth Wisplays: 
Would lure ine to live over. 

There rose no day, there rolled no hour, 
Of pleasure unémbittered ; 

And not a trapping decked my power 
‘That gall'd not while it glittered.” 

Tho hero of the poem is Prince Felix, 
who has succeeded to the regal crown of h 
father. Full of youth and wealth, hope and 
life, he says: 


Mr. Aldi 


“T shall be 
So happy, the whole world will envy me.’ 
Powerful and rich and young, and a King 
to boot, why should he not be happy ? 
‘Ho built himself a palace, like his state, 
Maguiticent, with many ¥ marble gate; 
‘\ great dome in the centre, and thereon 
‘Acgilded belfry, ehining like the sun, = 
‘And {n it hung a bell of wondrous tone, 
From which a silken cont ran to his thrones 
Nor only there, but over his royal bed. 
(0, how unlike the sword above the head 
Of that unhappy King of olden time !) 
My people will be deafened by its chime, 
Quoth he, when all was done. Ani now besa: 
That perfect life, not yet vouchsafed to man, 
Ve places the reins of State in the hands 
of wise and good men of mature age and 
expericuce, and resolves to live a happy, 
idle life; 

“Ho Lolled upon his couch with dreamy eyes, 
Watehing he cared not what—the summer skies, 
‘The neat of swans, the fountain’s rise and fal, 

Or even the sunlight shifting on the wall. 
Perchance he ordered music; at the wort 

iis fancy, tattered from its trance, was sttrred 
And quickened with sweet sounts, from harp and 

lute, 

Or some rich vofce that chid the music mute, 

‘Ten thnes a day he etretened his hand to ring 

Tho bell, he felt so-glad, but some slight thing— 

‘A buzzing gnnt—the wind too cold, or hot, 
Doterred him till the impulze was forgot. 
‘Have you been happy |’ something seemed to say 
At night; 1sco yon have not rung to-day." 

He tires of this inglorious ease, and takes 

a vide in the country, (very charmingly de- 

scribed :) 

(© How sweat the morning yas ! how cool the wind 5 

Adweight scemed lifted from his waking mind, 

And faster flowed the current of his blood : 

His proud steed bore hin onward like a flood, 

Shaking from his champed bit the snow-white foam, 

‘The larks up-springing from thelr gtassy home, 

Winging the deeps of alr—a jubilant cholr 5 

The leaden clouds consumed with morning’s fire, 

Melting in seas of gout: thesilver rills, 

‘The broad champsiga, the woods, the purple hille— 

He saw, and felt them all, and, Tiled with joy, 

Forgot the king, and shouted like a boy, 

‘And, rising In his etirrups, clutebed the air, 

‘As ifto ring his bell—ah ! why was it not there)’ 


Returning home sobered, after this gush of 
enjoyment has subsided, he does not ring the 
bell, but plunges into the pleasures of the 
table and the wine-cup, and thence, by easy 
transition, into what is called gallantry in 


jmonarehs, and sensuality in their subjects:— 


the damsels who engage his attention are 
drawn with an aytist’s land. Yet still the 
bell is silent. Felix has discovered, with 
Pope, that ‘man neyer is, but always to be 
blest.” At last, his people desiring an heir 
to the throne, he marries, his council select- 
ing the bride, as an nflair of State = 
‘They choze a mud whom Felix had not seca, 
More fitted for an Abbess than a Queen ; 
For in « cloister's shado her youth had passed, 
In virgin dreams of heaven, too bright too last!” 

They wed—but Felix, so mated, is not 
happy. Agnes, his brid 
«She loved her lord, I think, but loved not well. 
‘How could a maid bred in a convent cell, 
‘And schooled by priests, kaow what a man de- 

mands 

In her he loves—what work of heart, or handat 
She knew to count her beads, and say her prayers, 
But not to share his joys, and eoothe his cares. 
Wavering between her fatth and what she felt, 
When he was near her tender heart would melt, 
But thoughts oCheayen would check her stnful bliss, 
Forshe loved him andheaven, and both, alas, amiss! 
Unhappy patr, I pity your snd fate! 
Not wise enough to love, too wise to hate. 
God made ye both unlike, in brain and heart, 
But Man hath joined what God would keep apart! 
‘Tho wrong is common ; common, too, the cure; 
There is but one—forgive, forget, endure.” 

A boy is born, The joyous news is 
vrought to Felix, who 

‘Gravely wondered: ‘Am I happy nowt 

‘A futher—tell 1¢?—But hia challenged heart, 
Ditdainiog parley, took the infant's part, 


Whore ery he heard, 1nd forced! him to confess 
Acatural, manly thrill of happiness. 
He etretohed his hand to ring the allent bell,. 
Dut the grasped cord from out his fingers fell, 
For entering now the grave phyelelan sald, 
‘ Forbear yourjoy, my liege, thequeen fs dead !"" 
Whut follows is well told. Felix, question- 
ing his heart, discoyers that his wile really 
had aplace therein, and then arises what By- 
ron so graphically calls “ the late remorse of 
Jove.” He is haunted by sad memories of 
the dead. He clings to. his child, on whom 
hie bestows 
\ephe love he would haye lavished on the queen, 


But for tint dreadful cloud that came between. 


Clung to the child as if his heart would break : 
He loved {t madly for its mother's sake." 

Yhe father's association with the boy is 
finely drawn, and truly, too. But years 
glidé on, and Felix flings himeelf into the 
craft of Slute, from a desire to make his 
people happy. Diplomatists vainly essay to 
cajole him, for 

“(He bailed all, not by « deeper art ; 
But by a larger brain and purer heart.” 

What ensued? The old result, 
achievement tnachieyed : 

“AM went well, 
Yet, somehow, Fellx did not ring his bell.” 

‘At last hie is compelled to engage in ¥ 
and with the aged futher of his dead wife. 
In the description of the contest—particu- 
larly of his clemency tothe bes pged town 
and of his gallantry in combat—Mr. Stod- 
dart exhibits foree and power, precisely 
where they properly can be displayed. He 
returns home, » conqueror, and is hailed 
with joy by his people: 

‘Tt was a holiday throughout tHie lands, 

‘Triumphal arvhee—banners—music’s swell— 

‘Ani all tho bells were mung except the happy 

bell 

Years rollon, and the bell gives out no 
thrilling sound of joy. The King grows 
old and sad, and here, to our taste, comes 
in the most thoughtful and fascinating por- 
tion of the poem, “gradually leading to the 
climax. At last, the end approaches, for 
the King is smitten with a mortal ailment: 
“Pale, pale his sunken cheek, and sharp his chin, 

His long, thin hands, so white, more long and thia, 

(Like knotted cords their large blue arteries risc,) 

And what great orbs are in his pits of ey: 

Draped in the werinklel lids whore fringes mect— 
‘As dreadful as the dead beneath the winding-sheet! 
‘Ah yea ! and when at laat the lids are stirred, 

Lifting at some eft step, or Joving word— 

(Say, when the prince fs by,) more dreadful yet, 

Filled with auch solemn light, such strange regret, 

Unearthly, wild—aa if the dead nrose, 

Ani stared about them In their burial clothes 

For hours he spoke not, moved not ; shunning all 
He turned hie face In sorrow to the wall, 

‘And, Jost in shadows, slept, or ecemed to sleep; 

He snurmured ‘Agnes? once, and woke to weep! 
‘Then, rest denied, he tried to dream of rest, 

Stretched on his back, his hands across Aif'breast. 

Clasped ax in prayer, his uptcard-pointing feet 

Drawing in long white folds the marble sheet ; 

Pale, cold, dumb, dead—as atoful in the gloom 
‘AB if he had become the statue on his tomb! 

The passages which we print in italics 
are beautifw,—from the last'five lines sculp- 
tor or painter easily might take a glorious 
subject. The closing lines of the poem run 
thus 
«sit by my slde—just there, and now 

‘When one is going to a distant land— 
Aa am now—he loves to have a frlend— 

‘A gon, say. a8 he starta, to cheer him tothe end! 
Speak kindly of me after Tam gone, 

‘And sce my name be graven on the atane, 
‘Tofelix,’ mind, not ‘ Felix,’—that would be 

A cruel, lylng epitaph for me. 

‘And yet I know not, for methinks Iseem = 
Slowly awaking from the strangest dream 5 

‘The mystery of my life Is growing clear; 
Something—it mny be Happiness—is near.

I hear such heavenly music? - . - Did you 
speak? 

Who's shining yonder! Look! His voice grew 
weak, 


Died to a whisper, while his ewimming sight

‘Agnes!—he clutehed the cord, and fell back— 
dead, 

Strilding in death the firat stroke of his knell. 

Thus Felix rang at last the happy bell.” 

There cannot be a second opinion upon 
this fine poem, on which Mr, Stoddurt’s rich. 
fancy has been disciplined by correct taste 
and fine judgment. He is no hunter afer 
or similes—he does not look afer 
dainty images or curious felivities of expres- 
sion; yet his images are ever to the purpose, 
and bis language is beautiful, as well as e 
pressive. Lastly, we congratulate Mr. Stod- 
dart on the accuracy of his ear. There is 
not a bid or eaveless rhyme in the whole 
poem. 


ems,” by Thomas Bailey Aldrich, in 
a little “blue and gold” yolume, might 
better haye been called poemlets, inasmuch 
as, for the most part, they are short lyrics. 
Mr. Aldrich is a mocking-bird, who imi- 
tates, but has few notesof his own: Shelley 
and Keats, Barry Cornwall, aud Moore, 
Tennyson and Gerald Massy, have evi- 
dently been most suggestive to him. It isa 
pity that he did not imitate the exquisite 
rhyming of Mr. Stoddart. | Morn he uses as 
a thyme to dawn, and morning to davening— 
though (p. 103) he properly adapts it to 
adorning, which is correet, as (p. 75) is 
morn to corn, So (p. 115) he rhymes froth 
with north, and (p. 130) poney with bonny. 
Nor is it quite allowable to consider pretty 
as corresponding in sound with witty. Where 
he could have found a “lute of amber” 
(p. 17) isa puzzle to us, considering that a 
lute is a pear-shaped musical instrument, 
about the size of a guitar, which never was, 
because it never could be, made of amber. 
‘A lyrist should use familiar words; but when 
(p. 19) Mr. Aldvich talks of “amisty izar” 
and of ‘nedd,” which patient search fails 
to find in Worcester’s Dictionary, one is 
tempted to wish that he were not quite so 
Oriental, We have (p. 98) the lines : 
And an ow! on the skirts of the wood 
Hoots, and says: Do you heart 


wherens owls do not say mything of the 
sort under any circumstances. In page 99, 
we find 


Nature smiles 
On our mortality. A sparrow's death, 
Or the unnoticed falling of a leaf, 


Is more toher than whena great man dies. 
Surely this is false philosophy? Pope more 
truly says: 


“And sees with equal eye, a3 Godof all, 

A hero perish or a sparrow fall" 
but does not say that the fall of a sparrow 
is more than the death of ngreat man. Never- 
theless, though Mr. Aldrich has uot suill- 
cient strength of wing for such flights as 
those masters of song, the poets, boldly take 
into new and far realms of thought and 
Demuty, there are some pretty conceits in 
his yerses. ‘The Ballad of Baby Bell,” re- 
lating the brief life and the deathrof a-young 
child, is the best piece in the volume; pathe- 
tic, simple, unaffected, and sadly expressive, 
Whether written before or after Gemld 
Massy’s ‘Ballad of Babe Christabel”’ we 
shall not too curiously inquire.  “ Little 
Maud’ is a lyric so rythmical that, as you 


read it, the words make their own music, 
und you catch yourself ainzing the refrain 
O rosetmd of woman! where are 
(She never replies to our call !) 
O where Is our dainty, ourdarling, 
‘The daintiest darling of all, 
Little Maud? 

“The Tragedy,” somewhat reminding ys 
of Willi's “Unseen Spirits," but more 
intensely wrought up, is another poem of 
high merit—a true lytic; and the clegine 
Btunzas upon the lute Generil Fred. W. 
Lander are a grave, earnest, and hearted 
tribute to that brave and good man, poct 
and soldier. It is a pity that the pen which 
wrote thna gravely and soothly sbould bave 
perpetrated such mere tuneless and jingling 
sing-song as the verses commencing, 

Thave placed a golden 
Ring upon the hand 

Of the blithest Little 
Lady in the land? 

A glance nt Mr. Aldrich’s f 
us exhibited on the medallion portrait, whieh 
is the frontispiece to the volume, mal 
wonder that he ever wrote any thing better 
than this namby-pminby. A few of his pours 
as we have said, are manly and carnest, 
many of his concetti are good. Here 
few: 

When they had finished dressing her,

Even though too much reminding 1 of 
Shelley's exquisite song, beginning 
“Good night Hah no, the hour fs UL 
‘That severa thore it ehould unite,” 
we must quote, from what he affevtedly 
calls ‘* swallow-fights,”’ the best little poem 
Mr. Aldrich has given 
Good night! I have to say good night 
‘Lo suoh a host of peerless things! 
Good night unto that fragile hand 
All queenly with ite weight of rings: 
Good night to fond uplifted eyes, . 
Good night to cbestont braids of ha(r, 
Good night unto the perfest mouth, 
And all the aweetness nestled there— 
‘The snowy hand detaina me, then 
Til have to say Good night nzain 
But there will come a time, my love, 
When, If L read our stars aright, 
I shall not linger by the porch 
With my adieus. Till then good alght ! 
‘You wish the time were now? Axil J 
‘You do not blush to wish it 207 
You would have blushed yourself to death 
To own 20 much a year ngo— 
What! both these enowy hands ! ah. then, 
Til have to say Good night again. 

It isa pity that he cannot always write thus. 
However, as there are four or five other cre- 
ditable lyrics in the volume, we put it on 
the shelf where stands a battalion of poets, 
arrayed in ‘blue and gold"'—the American 
livery of the Muses. If Mr. Aldrich will 
read and think during the next two or three 
years, and then write, the chance is that he 
may produce a book which ‘the world will 
not willingly let die.’’ f 


COTPON FAMINE IN FRANCE. 
‘The cotton fomine prevails, with in- 
creasing severity, in France. In that coun- 
try it is estimated that nearly 6,000,000 
cotton-spinning spindles were in use, before 
the supply of raw material ceased, as 
against 80,750,000 spindles in Great Bri- 
tain. The number of persons depending 
upon this manufacture in all France is about 
half x million—a sufficient number, if out 
of work, to alarm the Government. In the 
Department of the Lower Seine, by the 
Inst accounts, 100,000 cotton-workers were 
wholly idle, and it was expected that, in 
the following week, this number would be 
increased to 350,000. There is proportiona- 
bly less cotton on hand in France than in 
England, where the speculators keep it in 
store, to sell it at famine-prices for home or 
foreign consumption. ‘On the other hand, 
the French ouoriers, or workpcople, bear 
privation ond suffering far less patiently than 
the English. Hunger, as much as any thing 
else, hus caused Revolutions in France. 
Probably, the facts here stated may account 
for the Emperor NAPoLEon’s anxiety to 
obtain a supply of cotton from the South. 
He can care litde—in truth, he does not care 
at all—for the interests of the South. All he 
wants is cotton, on which the starving ope- 
ratives may work. 


CHANGING OPINION. 

Mr. LeatHam, who is member of Parlia- 
ment for Huddersfield, and brother-in-law to 
Mr. Jons Buront, has been speaking to his 
constituents, and, of course, discussed Ame- 
rican politics. Unlike Mr. Guapsrone and 
others, who should have known better than 
to champion the South, Mr. Lraviras gal- 
lantly as well as cloquently supported the 
principles and the conduct of the North, 
and strongly denounced the Confederate 
Government for being based on the main- 
tenance and expansion of slavery. The 
European Times (Liverpool paper of De- 
cember 18th) candidly admits, in noticing 


this speech, that ‘in. giving -currency to 


these ideas, Mr, Laarnam is merely ex 
pressing the sentiments of a large section of 
the Evangelical class of Christians, and 
it is clear that @ reaction has sel in against 
the South and in favor of the North, as com- 
pared with the feelings entertained on this 
subject in religious cirelea tieelve months ago."” 
Tn political circles Mr. Guapsvone’s indis- 
cretion of showing partisanship, though jis 
officia) position ought have dictated the pru- 
dence of being silent, has helped to change 
inimical prejudices, as, in the commercial 
world, the Alaktma’a mid upon British pro- 
perty at sea hus mnde its piracy not quite 
such a plensant joke as it formerly was. 


‘Tne Missourl Legislature is in session. Tho 
members are divided “into two partics—Emanolpa- 
tionista and anti-Emnnolpationists.. ‘The former 
have a decided majority, and seem to Le thoroughly 
united. It is tho tirst session of the Missouri Legis 
Inttire for two yeara, ita predecessor having boon de 
pored by a Convention, as tt scemed, determined on 
the suicidat act of secession. In Als mesange to the 
Legislature the Governor strongly advocates oman- 
cipation, recommending that the children of all 
slaves barn after the aot bo declared free, but remain 
apprentices to thelr masters until thoy arrive at a 
certain age.

Of all the districts the income from thin will not 


only be the #mallest, but to collect the enme requires 
twice the amount of labor that le usually bestowed 
bythe aeseesors. Tho district embraces the Twenty- 
second, Twenty-third, Twenty-Dfth wards, and all of 
Bucks county, and accuplea the largest extent of ter- 
ritory, the arva being about fifty by twenty-tive 
milea, with a river frout of eighty miles. It le di- 
vided {nto nine sections, whieh are necessarily large, 
and thus much time and labor is consumed in trayel- 
ling from place to place.

Derr ov Sowixe Winsat.—We have heart of 
an Instance In England, where wheat had been sown 
broadest on the Jand, and before It could be har 
rowed fn rain fell, nnd continued to fall for days, 60 
that the aced never wns covered, yet the crop did 
well, On the otber hand, we have known seed- 
wheat ploughed in three or four inches deep, and it 
also did well. 

Still the depth at which it is best to cow wheat {8 9 
matter of some importance. If the conditions are 
favorable, there may be little difference in the result 
of covering deop or shallow, or not nt all. But tn 
the case of a very dry fall, and especially on land 
from which a spring erop ha been removed, It is 
yery important to bury the seed deep enough to In- 
ture molsture sufllclent for its germination. Hence 
one advantage of sowing with the drt, 

One of the editors of the Country Gentleman sowed 
tomo wheat on tho tet of last May, at various 
dopthe, and earefully noted the result. That which 
wns covered half nn inch deep came up in Ave days 
one Inch deep in Bix days; to finches deep in seven 
Gaya; three inches deep in eight days; four inches 
J dcep in ten days; six inches deep in twelve day 
| Five weeks afterwards there was no perceptible dit 
| ference in that planted half an inch and an inch 
deep ; that plunted two inches deep was not quite 80 
goo; and #0 on, decrensing In quality as the depth 
Sf planting increased. At six Inches depth, there 
| Weth very few slender stalk. 

Tn the fall af the year, the ground is warmer than 
in May, aud it {a well known that the warmer the 
soil, other things being equal, the sooner the seed 
Will germinate. On this account we should per- 
haps cow a little deeper in the antumn than In the 
spring. 

‘As n rule, we may conclude that the shallower 
grain Is covered, 60 tht a cooxtant and adequate 
supply of moisture fs furnished, the more rapidly 
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
